But no date has yet 
been fixed for the resumption of 
the conference of leaders of nine 
Lebanese factions,- whose initial 
gathering lasted five days, the 
’spokesman said. He was com- 
menting on a Swiss newspaper 
report that the talks would resume 
in Montrqux. next Monday. .

Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
will take his round-the-world 
peace crusade to a superpower for 
the first time Thursday when he 
flies to Washington for talks with 
President Reagan. Seeking sup- 
port Jot his disarmament cam- 
paign, he has“visited snt West" 
European capitals as well as 
Tokyo. Peking and the Com- 
monwealth summit in New Delhi 
in the past two months. 

Gromyko expects 
return of detente 

HELSINKI (R) — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei - Gromyko was 
quoted Wednesday as saying he 
expected next month's European 
disarmament conference in Sto- 
ckholm to provide a new opening 
which would eventually lead to the 
renewal of detente. Several Fin- 
nish newspapers quoted Mr. 
Gromyko as telling this to Finnish 
Foreign Minister Paavo Vae- 
yrynen. who is on a visit to Mos- 
cow. 

American executed 
for 1979 murder 

ANGOLA. Louisiana (R) — A 
3 1 -year-old American was exe- 
cuted in Louisiana state’ pen- 
itentiary early Wednesday for 
murdering a supermarket guard 
during a 197y robbery, a prison 
spokeswoman said. Robert Wil- 
liams was the 10th person sent to 
the electric chair in the United 
States since the supreme court 
reinstated the death penalty in 
1976.

U.S. battleships open 
fire on Syrians again 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — American warships 
Wednesday shelled Syrian positions in the 
mountains northeast of Beirutfor the second 
successive day, and Damascus said Syria 
would respond with force to attacks on its 
positions in Lebanon. 


For the first time, the U.S. bat- 
tleship New Jersey was brought 
into action when it fired its mas- 
sive 16-inch guns at Syrian pos- 
itions. 

A U.S. Marine spokesman in 
Beirut said the 45.0Ul»-ton bat- 
tleship. sailing off the Lebanese 
coast, opened fire in “defence of a 
tactical air reconnaissance mis- 
sion.? 

The New Jersey’s nine 16-inch 
guns can hurl one-ton shells at a 
distance of 32 kilometres. 

The spokesman was unable to 
say how many rounds were fired 
by the New Jersey, the world’s last 
active battleship, or how long the 
bombardment lasted. 

No other warships were known 
to have joined in the bom- 
bardment. the second shelling of 
Syrian anti-aircraft positions in 
the mountains in two days, he 
added. 

• But state-run television said 
three U.S. warships opened fire 
Wednesday on Syrian positions. 

The New Jersey arrived off 
Lebanon in late September and 
has lately been clearly visible cru- 


ising off Beirut. But its big guns 
had not previously been brought 
into action. 

On Tuesday, the guided missile 
destroyer Tattnall and the cruiser 
Ticonderoga fired at least 35 five- 
inch shells after twp F-14 aircraft 
from the carrier Independence 
were fired on. 

A Reuter correspondent who 
drove past Syrian positions in the 
mountains Wednesday said she 
saw dear signs that the naval 
bombardment was accurate. 

Fresh craters were clearly vis- 
ible as close as a metre from anti- 
aircraft guns dug deep into the 
ground. 

The correspondent was unable 
to get close enough to see if there 
had been any direct hits. Syrian 
anti-aircraft gunners in cam- 
ouflage uniforms could be seen at 
the alert in firing positions in a 
wood beside the road. 

Tuesday’s naval bombardment 
was the first since Dec. 4. when 
two U.S. warplanes were shot 
down in a 28-plane bombing raid 
oh Syrian positions. 


Beirut clashes 

Wednesday’s bombardments 
came as anti-government Druze 
and Shfite forces exchanged she- 
llfire with the Lebanese army in 
Beirut's southern suburbs and 
areas further south of the city. 
Two soldiers and a civilian were 
lolled, security sources said. 

Lebanese sources said shells fell 
close to the headquarters of Bri- 
tain’s llU-man contingent to the 
Beirut multinational force, but a 
British spokesman said: “If s not 
close enough to worry us. We're 
continuing as normal." 

Syrian response 

State-run Damascus Radio said 
Wednesday that Syria would res- 
pond with force to U.S. attacks 
against its positions in Lebanon. 

“Syria will respond to force by 
force and will not be intimidated 
by warplanes or gun shellings and 
is capable of inflicting harm on the 
aggressors more than they exp- 
ect." it said in a commentary. 

Commenting on the U.S. she- 
lling of Syrian positions Tuesday, 
the radio’ said: “This new agg- 
ression comes within the context 
of U.S. military escalation against 
Syria.” 

“if the Americans hope to score 
a victory through the naval force 
after the failure of the airforce, 
they will discover that the Syrian 
position cannot be changed.” it 
said.

clash again in Tripoli 


BEIRUT (R) — Supporters and 
opponents of Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat exchanged artillery 
fire around the north Lebanese 
city of Tripoli Wednesday, Leb- 
anese security sources said 

Arafat aides, awaiting eva- 
cuation from the city after a 
month-long siege, said the shelling 
started just after dawn and sto- 
pped about an hour later. 

State-run Beirut Radio said two 
Lebanese soldiers were wounded 
when a mortar round landed on a 
sentry post at the officer^ club in 
the city. 

In the Qubbeh area. Palestinian 
rebels and loyalists were fighting, 
ar close quarters, the radio added. 

The fighting Immediately gave 
rise to rumours that Israeli gun- 
boats were shelling for the third 
time in 24 hours. Palestine Lib-, 
erarion Organisation (PLO) off- 
icials and security sources denied 
the rumours. 

The gunboats attacked twice 
Tuesday afternoon and evening, 
hitting Palestinian guerrilla pos- 
itions m the port and on the coast. 

Arafat spokesman Ahmad 
Abudlrahman said the 4,lHJ0 Ara- 


fat loyalists would be ready to 
leave as soon as Greek ships arr- 
ived to take them to Tunis and 
North Yemen. 

The process has been held up by 
Israelis refusal to give a com- 
mitment not to attack the ships. 

Saud meets Assad 

Meanwhile in Damascus, Saudi 
Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al 
Faisal met Syrian President Hafez 
Al Assad and discussed the sit- 
uation in Lebanon, the official 
Syrian News Agency, SANA. 
said. 

SANA quoted Prince Saud as 
saying he delivered a message 
from King Fahd to President 
Assad dealing with current dev- 
elopments in the Arab World and 
the Middle East. 

The meeting Wednesday with 
Prince Saud was Mr. Assad’s first 
with a visiting official since he was 
taken ill last month. Official rep- 
orts said he underwent an ope- 
ration in mid-November.

British premier assures 
Gemayel of continued role 



King, Cheysson review 
Mideast, bilateral ties 


LONDON (R) — Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher told Lebanese 
President Amin Gemayel Wed- 
nesday Britain will continue to 
support his government in its ess- 
ential task of seeking national rec- 
onciliation. official British sources 
said. 

Britain supports his efforts to 
restore .Lebanese sovereignty, 
independence and territorial int- 
egrity. Mrs. Thatcher told Mr. 
Gemayel who arrived in London 
Tuesday night for a two-day off- 
icial visit. 

Mrs. Thatcher, under pressure 
in parliament to withdraw the 
110-man British contribution to 
the four-nation peacekeeping 
force stationed in Beirut, said last 
week Britain would not lead a str- 
ategic retreat from Lebanon. 

British troops will remain in 1 
Beirut as long as they are useful, 
she said. 

Government sources said there 
is no time limit on the troops’ pre- 
sence in Lebanon but they could 
not remain there Indefinitely and 
Britain wants Mr. GemayeF s adm- 
inistration to get on with the rec- 
onciliation process begun in Gen- 
eva. 

Before leaving Beirut for Lon- 
don Mr. Gemayel said he wanted 


to convince Mrs: Thatcher to keep 
Britain's contingent in the peace 
force alongside those of the Uni- 
ted States. France and Italy. 

British sources said Mr. Gem- 
ayel told Mrs. Thatcher of his eff- 
orts to advance the withdrawal of 
all foreign forces from Lebanon 
except those there at the invitation 
of his government. 

He also described efforts to fur- 
ther the reconciliation process and 
restore his government” s authority 
throughout the country, they said. 

The Lebanese leader made 
clear the importance he attaches , 
to British support and the key ; 
peacekeeping role of the British j 
contingent. 

Also present at Mr. GemayeTs , 
talks and luncheon with Mrs. i 
Thatcher were the British foreign 
and defence secretaries. Sir Geo- . 
ffrey Howe and Michael Hes- 
eltine. 

Afterwards he met Queen Eli- 
zabeth at Buckingham Palace.

U.N. General Assembly has end- 
orsed a call for an international 
peace conference on the Middle 
East involving the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). the 
United States and the Soviet

The vote was 124 to four with 
15 abstentions Tuesday night. 

The resolution also requested 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar to make urgent pre- 
parations for the conference in 
consultation with the Security 
Council and report by March 
iyS4. 

The idea of such a meeting to 
resolve the Arab- Israeli dispute 
was one of the main rec- 
ommendations of a controversial 
U.N. conference on Palestine held 
in Geneva in the summer. 

U.S., Israeli boycott 

Israel and the United States 
boycotted that gathering and obs- 
ervers said there was virtually no 
chance they would agree to attend 
a Middle East peace conference of 
the kind proposed.

Nakasone’ s party may end up with lower majority 


TOKYO (Rj — Opinion polls 
Wednesday showed the gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Yas- 
uhiro Nakasone heading for a win 
by an uncertain margin in Japan's 
general election on Sunday. 

While most analysts agreed that 
Mr. Nakasone' s Liberal Dem- 
ocratic Party (LDP) would again 
be the largest group in the 511- 
seat house of representatives, int- 
erest centred on the critical size of 
the majority. 

Capture of 270 seats or more 
would give what is regarded as a 


stable majority with all control 
firmly in the hands of the con- 
servative. pro-western LDP. 

Fewer seats would pro- 
gressively weaken government 
control over IS key standing 
committees of parliament and 
open the door for opposition obs- 
truction of legislation. 

Polls conducted for two mass 
circulation newspapers differed 
on the size of the majority. Yom- 
iuri Shim bun predicted the LDP 
would secure between 265 and 


270 seats, giving a stable, or near- 
stable majority. 

A poll in the Mainichi Shimbun 
said the LDP could lose up to 25 of 
the 2K6 seats it now holds in the 
house. This would give the party 
261 seats which could be an unc- 
omfortably thin margin. 

Both polls agreed that the ove- 
rall opposition looked like inc- 
reasing its strength, especially the 
Buddhisi-based Koine ito Party 
whose “clean government” cam- 
paign seems to be attracting sup- 


port from voters disenchanted by 
the Lockheed bribery scandal. 

Former Prime Minister Kakeui 
Tanaka was convicted last Oct- 
ober of accepting a 52 million 
bribe from the U.S. Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation. 

Some LDP factions remain out- 
raged by the scandal. One of the 
faction leaders, former Premier 
Takeo Miki. has threatened to 
work against Mr. Nakasone if the 
LDP polls less than the stable level 
of 27(J seats.

MADRID iR) — Deep divisions 
inside Spain's Communist Party 
I PCE 1 surfaced at the opening of a 
five-dav national congress here 
Tuesday as delegates split their 
votes in the first tests of strength. 

A total of 415 of the siw del- 
egates voted for the presiding 
committee proposed by Secretary 
General Gerardo lglesias with 42 
against and 2*4 abstentions. The 
number of abstentions was even 
higher in a second procedural 
vote. 

"It’s going to be a very close 
call." party spokesman Andreu 
Claret told reporters. 

The congress, meeting to work 
out a strategy to revive the for- 
tunes of the once powerful Spa- 
nish Party, is broadly divided bet- 
ween supporters of Mr. lglesias. 
who is committed to greater int- 
ernal democracy and Eur- 
ocommunism. and backers of 
former leader Santiago Carrillo 
who favour a harder line. 

Mr. lglesias. 3K. who took over 
the leadership from Mr. Carrillo a 
year ago following an electoral 
rout in which the party Iosl a mil- 
lion votes, defended his open pol- 
icy and appealed for unity. 

He said that no one could ser- 
iously question the Eur- 
ocommunist doctrine of ind- 
ependence from the Soviet L>nion 
but. in what was seen as a sig- 
nificant gesture to militants who 
argue that the party has strayed 
too far from Moscow, he made no 
mention of Afghanistan or Pol- 
and. 
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U.S. draws up list of 
targets in Lebanon for 
potential retaliation 



WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. military strategists 
have drawn up a list of targets in Lebanon for pot- 
ential retaliatory strikes in case of attacks on Ame- 
rican forces there. Defence Department officials 
said. 


They said Tuesday's retaliation 
by naval gunfire for missile and 
anti-aircraft attacks on U.S. rec- 
onnaissance planes was an exa- 
mple of this “retaliatory pla- 
nning .“'The officials said the list 
of potential targets included Syr- 
ian SAM (surface-to-air i missile 
sites and other firing positions, 
concentrations of hostile forces 
and other militarily significant 
sites. 

The targets have been drawn up 
over the past several months from 
regular F-I4 reconnaissance 
flights.. 


7 wounded in 
bomb blasts at 
Beirut churches 

BEIRUT (R) — Seven people 
were wounded wheri two bombs 
exploded in West Beirut in (he 
first attacks against Christian chu- 
rches. 

The first bomb went off on the 
steps of the Catholic Church oi 
Saint Mary and Paul, blowing out 
a stained glass window and wre- 
cking pews, and the other at a Syr- 
iac church in the Musehbeh dis- 
trict of Beirut. 


Korean leader 
raps attacks 
in Kuwait 

SEOUL (R; - South Korean 
President Chun Don Hwan has 
condemned the series of bomb 
blasts in Kuwait and called on the 
international community to help 
prevent a recurrence of int- 
ernational terrorism, a pre- 
sidential spokesman said. 


In Tuesday's retaliation, the 
guided-missile cruiser Tic- 
onderoga and the guided-missile 
destroyer Tattnall fired 35 five' 
inch shells on the hills east of Bei- 
rut. about 1 1 kilometres north of 
Hammana. the officials said. 

Pentagon officials said the two 
F-I4s fired on returned safely to 
the carrier Independence. They 
did not say whether there was any 
damage to the missile and anti- 
aircraft sites. 

Officials said the aircraft were 
attacked from the same Syrian- 
occupied area from which an att- 


ack was made on U.S. F-l^s on' 
Dec. 3. 

The United States responded to 
that attack the following day with 
a raid by 2K A-6 and A-7 attack 
planes. 

Pentagon officials said firing 
positionn were hit in that ret- 
aliatory strike and -called it a suc- 
cess. But two U.S. planes were 
lost, one pilot killed and one cap- 
tured by Syrian forces. A third 
crew member was rescued. 

Officials said the policy of lis- 
ting potential retaliatory sites was 
standard procedure and the chief 
purpuse of the almost daily F-14 
reconnaissance flights. 

They said the Pentagon had no 
priority on targets, leaving the 
choice to the commander of U.S. 
forces in Lebanon on the basis of 
the attack on the U.S. forces.

PLO claims Libya sent 
Africans to battle it 


HARARE (R) — The Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
has captured Africans who were 
sponsored by Libya to fight aga- 
inst it in Lebanon, a senior PLO 
official said Wednesday. 

Salmane Elherfi. adviser on 
African affairs to PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat, told Reuters the 
PLO last month captured about 
5.000 African troops assisting 
Palestinians who are fighting Mr. 
Arafat in the northern Lebanese 
port city of Tripoli. 


He said the troops were mainly 
from Chad and were recruited by 
Libyan leader Muammer Qad- 
haffi, who told them they were 
being sent to Lebanon to fight Isr- 
aeli occupation Forces. He added 
the captured men would soon be 
sent back to their countries. 

Mr. Elherfi is in Zimbabwe to 
brief Prime Minister Robert Mug- 
abe on the Middle East conflict 
and will leave Thursday for Tan- 
zania to meet President Julius 
Nyerere. 


El A1 halts unholy flights 


TEL AVIV (R> — Israel's nat- 
ional airline El A1 Wednesday 
gave in to pressure from ultra- 
orthodox rabbis who demanded 
pilots stop flying over occupied 
Jerusalem's temple Mount bec- 
ause overflying the holy site con- 
travenes Jewish religious law. 

An airline spokesman_said pil- 
ots who occasionally veered from 


their usual flight paths to give pas- 
sengers a better view of the site 
had been told to stay strictly on 
course. 

Orthodox rabbis complained 
the overflights contravened a rel- 
igious law which bans Jews from 
crossing the mount - ; sacred as 
site of the Biblical teqfete. of King 
Solomon. 


Oil from " 
Greek tanker 
threatens Gulf 

DOHA (R) — Thick oil. patches 
have been sighted in the Gulf..spu-‘ 
theast of a capsized 3H.yJ-5 gross 
ton Greek tanker, and are moving 
towards the coast of the United 
Arab Emirates (UAE). a senior 
port official said Wednesday. 

Doha harbour master Galoum 
Gankeer told Reuters: “A. sheen 
has been seen covering a wide area 
northeast of the tanker (the Per- 
icles ) and southeast of it. thick 
patches of oil have been spotted 
six miles (0.6 km) from the Bun- 
duq oil field.” 

Fire broke out in the engine 
room and living quarters of the 
Pericles on Friday when it was sai- 
ling from Umm Said Port. 40 kil- 
ometres south of Doha, laden 
with 46.000 tons of oil. 

Mr. Gankeer said there was no 
pollution threat so far to Oatar's 
shores. Experts expect the oil pat- 
ches to move- towards the uni- 
nhabited jlny island of Dayyina. 
near Bunduq. he said.

Israel is not prepared to change 
anything in the terms or in what 
was carried out in the actual exc- 
hange.” 


U.K. press condemns Turkey 


LONDON (Rj - The true cha- 
racter of an ally’s government is 
judged by its ability to manage 
without repressive methods, the 
London Times said Wednesday in 
a commentary on the return of civ- 
ilian rule in Turkey.

E. Med environmental health talks 

to reassess research priorities

AMMAN — 'T%£0Em Med- 
iterranean Regional Conference 
on Environmental Health will be 
held here from' Dec.18 until 22 at 
the Ammon HoteL . 

The conference, which wiB be 
opened by the Minister of Health 
Zubair Malhas, is being organised . 
by the ministry in tandem with the 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO). 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times the conference’s chairman 
of' the preparatory committee, 
Mohammad H. Dajani, said that 
the conference will be attended by - 
international experts in the field of 
environmental health in addition 
to environmental specialists rep- 
resenting around eight countries 
in the Eastern Mediterranean reg- 
ion. 

Asked about the aim of the con- 
ference. Mr. Dajani. who is also 
chief of the Environmental Health 
Department at the ministry, said 
that it is basically to revise present 


research projects in .env- 
ironmental health with special 
emphasis -on studies connected 
with public water utilities, san- 
itation and nutrition in “con- 
formity with WHO’s plans to pro- 
vide water, sanitation and pri- 
mary health services to all by the 
year 2000.”,. 

Another aim, be added, is to 
assess the .adaptability of tec-, 
hnology that is being employed 
and to define priorities for solving 
problems which are facin g mem- 
ber states represented at the con- 
ference. 

A third aim, Mr. Dajani said, is 
to state the aims of the proposed 
research -projects as well as to 
draw up a protocol that will pave 
the way for the launching of joint 
priority studies. 

Mr. Dajani added that the con- 
ference will propose the most sui- 
table venues for conducting res- 
earch, and draw up special gui- 
delines for a regional p lan of act- 
ion. 

Referring to Jordan's role in the 
conference, Mr. Dajani said that 


the ministry will present one paper 
covering two topics. 

The first topic, he said, deals 
with environmental health in Jor- 
dan while tbe second is about the 
possibilities of research in env- 
ironmental health activities. 

^Jordan will volunteer its res- 
earch resources to p ar t ici p a te in 
any future regional project,” he 
said. 

Mr. Dajani pointed oat that the 
conference will discuss the pos- 
sibility of establishing a regional 
environmental centre to help 
member states “in accum ulating 
information and knowledge about 
solving, and treating env- 
ironmental problems to suit the 
needs and objectives. 

In respect to recommendation 
to be made by the conference. Mr. 
Dajani said that it might include 
an outline of standards and tec- 
hniques necessary “to achieve a 
better approach towards utilising 
environmental resources for the 
optimal satisfaction of h uman 
needs and consumption.’’

Centre, despite shoestring budget, 
nurtures talented amateur artists 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Centre for 
Music and Fine Arts in Shmeisani 
survives like many other gov- 
ernment departments concerned 
with culture, both here and abr- 
oad, on a shoestring budget. Yet 
despite the fact that its facilities 
are of necessity limited it provides. 
( as the present exhibition of its stu- 
dent’s work now on at the Royal 
Cultural Centre shows, a good 
grounding in the basics of art for 
the many who are interested, and 
for whom there is often nowhere 
else to go. and all for free. The 
centre, which is run by artist Hafiz 
Khassis aided by muralist and pai- 
nter Mohammad Oaitoqa and 
ceraraicist and scupltor Moh- 
ammad Sayyed, is well attended 
and many of the 35 students enr- 
olled at present go several times a 
week to study. The results of this 
enthusiasm, combined with the 
encouragement given to the stu- 
dents by the centre’s staff, are as 
this the students’ first exhibition in 
over two years shows, quite imp- 
ressive. 

Valuable support 

The exhibition obviously imp- 
ressed Her Royal Highness Pri- 
ncess Wijdan Ali too. for after 
opening the exhibition she toured 
the 1 60 pain tings, prints, drawings 
and ceramics twice. She then gave 
the centre some more much nee- 
ded support first by offering on 
behalf of the Jordan National Gal- 
lery a* scholarship for one of the 
centre’s students to pursue fur- 
ther artistic studies in Turkey and 
then by suggesting that the cen- 
tre's next exhibition should be 
held at the Jordan Natioaal Gal- 
lery. - 

What makes this exhibition 
impressive is not j ust the variety of 
subjects and styles which range 
from precise anatomical sketches 
to coil pottery, but the hidden pot- 
ential some of these little paintings 
and drawings reveal. 


Greatest potential 

The artist with the greatest pot- 
ential must be 14 year-old Nidal 
Abu Dieh, who was not sur- 
prisingly the winner of the Alia 
children's painting competition 
last spring. Nidal has been stu- 
dyingat the centre for three years, 
going almost every day. In that 
time he has developed his own 
style backed by an enormoiis abi- 
lity to draw and paint, as his copies 
of the great classic works of Mur- 
illo and Durer show. His style is 
essentially impressionistic cat- 
ching. in a palette of rich earth 
browns and sandy reds, riders in 
the desert. His best piece at this 
exhibition however is his more 
realistic portrayal of a labourer 
digging. Here you can almost feel 
the weight, the pressure of that 
wide, bare on top of the spade. 
You can sense the effort in that 
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straining back and bulging calf 
muscle, while the force of the 
movement as a whole is given pot- 
ency by the rushing colours of the 
background, it is a remarkable 
achievement for one so young. 

Satellite view 

Another very attractive work is 
Abdullah Khaieelfs carefully pai- 
nted satellite view of the world. In 
the rich colours of gouash he has 
represented the earth as a circle 
alive with swirling hot oranges, 
reds and yellows, sitting in a night 
black sky touched with tiny points 
of light Covering both and uni- 
fying them is a series of white gri- 
dded lines which like an ind- 
ecipherable computer drawing 
reduces everything to the sci- 
entific two dimensions of a print 
out screen. 

Other very good and interesting; 
work includes Kamal Musalamfs 


little black and white still life. 
Sawsan Rawwas* tmy rendition of 
a typical Jordanian village which, 
from its mountain top perch, ove- 
rlooks the blue depths of the val- 
ley below. Abdul Hamad RalaTs 
striking black and white portrait of 
an old man and finally Asmahan 
Mohammad’s huge ceramic chick 
emerging from its shell. 

“Among the centre's graduates 
who have taken part in the exh- 
ibition is Mukarram Rifai whose 
memorable watercolour of a rai- 
n drenched street and tiny pastel 
drawing of a spring-green tree rea- 
lly stands out. 

Because the budget of the cen- 
tre is minimal, there has been 
some talk of closing the place 
down due to financial reasons. 
One look at this exhibition — and 
this was partly the intention — 
makes it obvious what a terrible 
shame this would be. It is the only 
place of its kind in the country and 
the sheer amount of work pro- 
duced there alone shows how 
much the centre is used and nee- 
ded. Let’s hope this is a minor dis- 
aster that can be averted. 

Most of the work is for sale and 
at very reasonable prices. The exh- 
ibition closes on Saturday Dec- 
ember IS.

Debate stresses support for industry

AMMAN — The need to create an atmosphere 
which encourages local investment and to protect 
Jordan’s infant industry as a means of strengthening - 
and developing the country’s economy were two 
important points emphasised by National Con- 
sultative Council (NCC) members during the debate 
over the 1984 budget last Sunday. 


Members called on the gov- 
ernment to promote investment 
and simplify the red tape that dis- 
courages Jordanians from inv- 
esting in productive projects. 

NCC member An is Mouasher 
called on the government to make 
Jordan into an industrial and fin- 
ancial regional and international 
centre. Something, he said, which 
requires Incentives to encourage 
foreign investments. 

Prime Minister Mudar Badran. 
however, told the council at the 
end of the Sunday session, that the 
government will soon introduce a 
new encouragement of investment 
law designed to attract Arab cap- 
ital into Jordan and to eocourage 
joint governmental and private 
sector investment. 

Members pointed out that 
Jordan’s infant industry should be 
protected from foreign com- 
petition. 

They pointed out that the dom- 
estic market is being dumped with' 
foreign commodities that compete 
with nationally produced goods. 

It was suggested that the gov- 
ernment should prevent the imp- 
ortation of goods that are similar 
to the ones produced locally in 
order to boost national industries. 

On the local level, members 
said, the government should not 
allow people to invest in projects 


which intend to duplicate com- 
modities already manufactured in 
order to ensure a variation of 
commodities in the market. 

Mr. Sami Gamo. the director of 
the Budget Department, however, 
told the Jordan Times that enc- 
ouraging national industry is a 
major objective of the gov- 
ernment's economic policy. 

Yet he pointed out that banning 
the import of goods that are sim- 
ilar to those manufactured locally 
is not the most feasible solution. 

He explained that imposing a 
high customs duly quota on imp- 
orted goods is a better way to sup- 
port infant industries. 

“The existence of similar for- 
eign goods in the market provides 
an incentive for local producers to 
improve the quality of the com- 
modities produced.*' he said. 

Meanwhile, prime minister ass- 
ured the council that the gov- 
ernment intends to affect changes 
in customs duty quotas in a man- 
ner that supports national ind- 
ustry. 

During the Sunday session, sev- 
eral members urged the gov- 
ernment to encourage the pro- 
duction of necessary goods and to 
cut the import of luxury com- 
modities. 

“Jordan has become a con- 
suming society", they noted. The 


government, it was stressed, sho- 
uld support production and not 
consumption. 

Dr. Yacoub Abu Ghosh linked 
the consumption of luxury goods 
with the growing gap between the 
rich and poor. 

Problems faced by the con- 
tracting industry was given special 
attention by the speakers. 

The Jordanian budding industry 
is facing strong foreign com- 
petition that threatens its exi- 
stence, they said. Members rei- 
terated their position that mea- 
sures should be taken to secure the 
continuity of this industry. 

The relatively high percentage 
of foreign labourers in Jordan was 
discussed. It was pointed out that 
the main reason for an increase in 
foreign labourers is “the high 
price of local labourers.” Another 
factor that can be added is that 
many multinational firms have 
headquarters in Jordan, members 
said. 

Studies on the subject show the 
bulk of foreign labourers work in 
the contracting and transportation 
industries. Foreign labour con- 
stitutes 3U.4 per cent of the total 
labour force. 

Moreover Arab labourers occ- 
upy the highest percentage of the 
total foreign labour force. Sta- 
tistics indicate that in 198U Arab 
workers constituted 77.9 per cent 
of the total foreign labour force 
while east Asian workers came 
, next making up 17.5 per cent. 

Attention was also called to the 
infrastructure aspect of industry 
such as energy projects and tra- 
nsportation. 

The 1984 budget allocates JD 
146 million, constituting half the 
capital expenditure, to water and 
electricity projects and road bui- 
lding. 


This step was encouraged by 
members who said that “it will fac- 
ilitate the establishment of pro- 
1 ductive projects in different parts 
of the country.’’ 

Members also pressed the gov- 
ernment to continue in its projects 
of looking for oil, minerals and 
water. 

Studies have indicated that Jor- 
dan might have a reservoir of oil 
and research projects are being 
persued in this respect. 

I Mr. AttaJah AJ Kabariti called 
i on Saudi Arabia to reassess its 
reported decision to cut on the oil 
pumped to Jordan as a prelude to 
a permanent cessation of pumping 
after two years. 

To face the situation, he sug- 
gested that the government stu- 
dies the possibility of extending 
pipe lines between Iraq and 
Aqaba. 

Moreover, to activate trade he 
called on the government to adopt 
a plan to operate a shipping line 
that would connect Aqaba with 
Taba on the Sinai Peninsula of 
Egypt. 

Such a step will save many hours 
of travel between the Suez Canal 
and Aqaba it was said.

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What is the puzzle? 
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AS PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat and lies men prepare to leave 
Tripoli, pending the arrival of guarantees that the ships car- 
rying them to Tunisia and North Yemen will not be attacked by 
the Israelis, Israel wants to keep everybody guessing and ner- 
vous about the possibility of such an attack. 

Although some Israelis, and others, say that the prospect of 
Israel Navy boats intervening against Arafat’s transports is less 
than likely, Israeli officials maintain that they will give no 
guarantees for a safe evacuation for the Palestinians from 
Lebanon. 

Israel is angry that the (J.N. has decided to give flag pro- 
tection to the Greek ships carrying the PLO fighters, according 
to these officials. Secondly, Israel does not want the Pal- 
estinians’ heavy weapons to be taken with them. And then the 
granting of a safe conduct could, as far as the Israelis are 
concerned, be turned against Israel in the future and used as 
precedent. Add to these that Israel is complaining that Arafat 
*' ‘broke” his word by returning to Lebanon after the eva- 
cuation From Beirut last August, and you would be expected to 
understand Israel’s present stand. 

So, guarantees Israel will not give to assure the safe passage 
of PLO fighters in the Mediterranean. But will it actually 
attack them, given that the Americans have “hoped” and 
“urged” for a safe-conduct, and Israel risks enraging int- 
ernational opinion by firing on the Greek flotilla carrying U.N. 
flags? Should we believe David Levy, Israel’s deputy prime 
minister, who told Le Monde two days ago that his state “had 
not the slightest- intention of attacking the guerrillas if they 
evacuated Tripoli by Sea”? Or Energy Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i who was quoted in a speech yesterday as saying “Israel 
has not given and will not give promises not to hit Arafat and 
his terrorists at any time or any place?” 

The question of Israel keeping up the war of nerves does in 
fact then pose a dilemma; and whoever thinks that Israel is 
playing a game with Arafat and his men, and nothing else, 
should reconsider his position. One thing remains dear tho- 
ugh: Israel’s pursuit of the Palestinian leader, his men and his 
movement and Israel’s enmity toward them are all too long 
and too deep to take "tf# wjiole mattlc of israeii threats too 
tightly now. *' 1 ' ‘ / - 

The dangers of carrying out these threats are indeed real, 
and should be taken as such. The evacuation from Tripoli, if it 
is to take place, has to have solid international and Arab 
guarantees that it would in no way be hampered.

THE ARAB population of the Gulf region have realised that the 
explosions which occurred in Kuwait Monday were a desperate 
attempt by Iran to widen the Gulf War’s battleground and spread 
the tire to the Arabian Peninsula. The governments and par- 
liaments of the Gulf states have unanimously condemned the 
criminal acts of the Iranians, and the Kuwaitis have wisely and 
tactfully handled the situation and now have everything under 
control.

What is going on in Washington?

Make-believe peacemaking game in 


Namibia no longer amuses France

WINDHOEK. Namibia (South 
West Africa l - France's decision 
to step back from joint Western 
efforts ip negotiate independence 
for Namibia (Southwest Africa) 
is seen by diplomats and local pol- 
itical leaders as the latest sign that 
any settlement is far off despite 
intense diplomatic activity. 

Diplomats from the Western 
“contact group" of the U.S.. Fra- 
nce. Britain. West Germany and 
Canada have said in interviews 
they agree with the French pos- 
ition that there has been little pro- 
gress recently towards achieving 
independence for the region. 

•South Africa has made it quite 
clear it is in no hurry to gel out." 
one diplomat told Reuters. 

Pretoria administers the 
mineral-rich territory in defiance 
of United Nations resolutions. 
South Africa's mandate lo rule the 
area was revoked by the General 
Assembly in I ^66 and since then it 
has waged sporadic bush war aga- 
inst the South West African Peo- 
ple's Organisation (SWAPO) For 
control of the vast territory, one 
third bigger than France. 

France’s decision not to attend 
meetings of the contact group cau- 
sed no concern to Namibia's pol- 
itical leaders. left or rightwing. 
who in recent interviews with 
Reuters have accepted that ind- 


ependence was some way off. 

The five Western nations for- 
med the “contact group” in 1 1 >77 
to act as brokers in bringing about 
an independence settlement. 

Recent fiffprts have been stalled 
by South A&ca’s insistence, bac- 
ked by Washington, that no J set- ■ 
dement or South African wit- 
hdrawal can take place unless an 
estimated 25.U0II Cuban troops 
depart at the same time from nei- 
ghbouring Angola. 

The other members of the con- 
tact group have been notably une- 
asy over this “ linkage' 1 of the two 
issues, especially in the face of cri- 
ticism from black Africa that it 
was merely an excuse to delay 
Namibian independence. 

In an open break. French Ext- 
ernal Affaire Minister Claude 
Chcysson said last week Paris 
would attend no more contact 
group meetings as there was no 
longer any point in doing so. 

Government spokesmen later 
said France was not withdrawing 
from the group, but Paris had 
nonetheless effectively stepped 
back from current Western efforts 
and distanced itself from the lin- 
kage issue. 

Nico Bcssinger. joint foreign 
secretary of SWAPO. told Reu- 
ters last week SWAPO aimed to 


split the contact group over lin- 
kage and isolate the United States 
as the only member which agreed 
with the South African view on 
Cuban forces in Angola. 

"Then it will be seen that this 
linkage - is' nuiHihg' "b'tit' aft^xJ?Use' 
put forward bjlihttSoAtfe Africans 
and the Americans.”. Mr. Bes- 
singer said. 

South African Foreign Minister 
Pik Botha, who returned this wee- 
kend from a European tour, rep- 
eated Pretoria's insitence that the 
situation in Angola was ine- 
xtricably tied to any Namibian set- 
tlement. 

He told the Johannesburg Sun- 
day Express there could be no 
independence in Namibia until 
there was peace in Angola and 
said “the odds against settlement 
are largely related to the civil war 
in Angola. SWAPO and the pre- 
sence of the Cubans in Angola.” 

Mr. Botha had talks with sev- 
eral heads of state and with Che- 
ster Crocker. U.S. assistant sec- 
retary of state for African affairs. 

' South Africa maintains a large 
military force on the Angolan 
border as it seeks to cripple 
SWAPO forces. A military spo- 
kesman said South Africa had up 
to 50.(100 troops in the country at 
any one time and some 12.000 


combat troops in the northern war 
zone.

Some 
of the territory’s varied parties arc 
trying to set up a multi-party con- 
ference which could serve as an 
interim government acceptable to 
South Africa, Two attempts at int- 
rim government in the last decade 
failed.

Amman - Jordan 
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Planes that capture the hearts of aviation enthusiasts 


WASHINGTON — Whether you 
call' them flying bicycles or lawn 
chairs with wings, ultralight air- 
planes have put wingson the backs . 
of many people who before could 
only dream of soaring in the skies. 

Constructed of aluminium tub- 
ing and colourful sailcloth, these 
back-io-basics flying machines 
resemble dragonflies in shape and 
transIncetjce. As many as 2U.UU0 
of them .are now flying. -- 

To fly an ultralight, you. don’t 
need a pilot's license or a runway. 
This simple .craft requires as little 
as 50 feet to. take off and land. and. 
is therefore well suited for launch 
from back yards and pastures. 
Costing between S4.500 and 
56.500. the Ultralight is* also aff- 
ordable to the would-be pilot. 


Started in 1907 

-The fathers of flight, of course- 
are WiJbur. and Orville Wright, 
but the true ancestor of the ult- 
ralight was built in Paris in 1907 
-by Brazilian Alberto Santos- 
Dumont. His machine, called the 
Dragonfly, was constructed of 
bamboo and silk, weighed 2.3 
pounds, had a two-cylinder. 20 
horsepower engine, and flew up to 
speeds of 48 miles an hoiir. These 
specifications are common to 
today’s ultralights. 

The creation of the modern ult- 
ralight is credited to John Moody 
of Wisconsin. 

“1 didn’t mean to reinvent the 
airplane.” Moody said. 1 wanted 
to fly and have fun.” 


In March 1975 he rigged a 
10-horsepower engine and pro- 
peller to his hang glider and took 
flight over a frozen lake. In Sep- 
tember of that year Moody made a 
pioneer 1 6-mile cross-country 
flight in his powered hand glider 
that - caught the attention of 
would-be . bird men across the 
land. Regardless of how humble 
Moody feels, his invention started 
a craze. 

. Luis Marden. in an article on 
ultralights in the August issue of 
National Geographic, writes: 
“The truth is that the pot- 
entialities of the ultralight, for 
good or evil, are almost limitless. 
But the overriding fuoction of the 
ultralight is to make possible the 
poetry' of flight.” 


Two flight enthusiasts get an angel’s-eye view of 
Normandy’s abbey of Mont-Samt-Mkixel. Hie two 
are flying in a trike, a transitional air vehicle bet- 
ween hang glider and ultralight. Increasing num- 
bers of personal aircraft are winging through Eur- 


opean sides. More than 50 ultralight designs are 
available, and most are sold as kits to be assembled 
by owners. Potting one together takes about 40 
boors, using only hand tools (National Geographic 
photo). 


Policy in sky 

The planes also have their 
down-to-earth functions. In 
Downey. California, policemen 
linked by radio to patrol cars pilot 
ultralights over the city. These 
airborne officers can track fug- 
itives and maintain a bird's-eye 
view of the goings-on. 

Scientists are using ultralights to 
follow the migrations of but- 
terflies and to study sharks. And 
farmers also have taken to the 
wing. Dusting crops from ult- 
ralights costs 30 per cents per acre 
— about 10 per cent chat of dus- 
ting with .conventional aircraft. 

Ultralights have some ominous 
applications as well. In 1981. two 
Palestinians were captured in Isr- 
ael. They came from Lebanon by 
way nf -powered hang gliders. 
Enough concern has been gen- 
erated that the Central Int- 
elligence Agency has asked a lea- 
ding manufacturer not to sell the 
planes to a list of suspicious cha- 
racters. 

Although ultralights do not 
have to be registered and pilots 
are not required to be licensed, 
some regulations do exist for Lhe 
planes. 

.The Federal Aviation Adm- 
inistration last year set the fol- 
lowing rules to protect the public 
and the airspace. An ultralight: 

— May not weigh more than 
254 pounds. 

— May not fly faster than 63 
miles an hour. 

~ May not stall at more than 27 
miles an hour. 

— May not carry more than five 
gallons of fuel. 

— May nor fly at nigbi. 

— Must stay out of controlled 
airspace. 

With safety in mind, many ult- 
ralight manufacturers require dea- 


lers to inspect the finished planes 
and to train owners to fly. The ult- 
ralight programme az the Air Saf- 
ety Foundation is striving for safe 
flight by registering pilots and air- 
craft and setting airworthiness 
standards. They also have reg- 
istered 6l»0 pilot examiners. 

Model T of the dues 

In the lead for producing the 
flying machine for everyone is 
Eipper Aircraft near San Diego. 
ItsOuicksiNer ultralight is the lar- 
gest selling and most copied model 
in the world. 


The ultralight appears to be 
recession proof, even though sales 
of general aircraft have been cul in 
half. 

“One month last summer we 
came within one unit of selling as 
many aircraft as Piper. Cessna, 
and Beechcrati combined.” said 
John Lasko of Eipper. 

All in all. these miniature planes 
are capturing the hearts of avi- 
ation enthusiasts. 

“We have tried to reduce 
human flight to its essence, and I 
think we have succeeded.” Lasko 
said. - National Geographic news 
feature.

All persons who like me, have seen Scala di Milan performance 
of “Swan Lake’' must have been somehow bothered by the tapping 
noise made by the dancers. This noise is totally in contradiction 
with the severe atmosphere usually prevailing during ballet per- 
formances. Apart from this, the theatre enables muse and dance 
lovers to meet in a small group and enjoy themselves (the seating 
capacity of the theatre is only 300). 

The problem, however, arises when there is a folkioric troupe or 
a big musical or dancing group that requires a larger audience. In 
this case the A1 Hussein Sports City theatre would be the answer. 

Yes, but how many amongst us would hesitate to go there just 
because they are worried about getting back pains sitting on the 
uncomfortable chairs? 

This theatre originally designed to be a gymnasium, is spacious 
but very 'uncomfortable. This is why many people prefer to sit on 
the stairs. Why couldn’t they replace the seats of this theatre? 

At first it would be enough to change the seats in the front-rows 
and replace them by ones similar to the RCC theatre seats. These 
would of course Jbe more expensive than the others and this would 
enable the responsible people to collect money. 

As a second Step the bark seats can be change and so on until the 
whole theatre has new comfortable chairs. 

In Jordan people are becoming more and more interested in 
artistic activities and more comfortable theatre seats would surely 
be appreciated.

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West Indies routs India 


CALCUTTA (R) — West Indies, spearheaded by 
fast bowler Malcolm Marshall, crushed India by an 
innings and 46 runs with more than a day to spare in 
the fifth cricket test on Wednesday and took a win- 
ning 3-0 lead in the six-match series. 


Marshall took four of India’s 
five remaining wickets Wed- 
nesday morning and finished with 
his best test figures of six for 37 as 
India. 136 behind on first innings, 
were routed for 90. 

Fellow paceman Andy Roberts 
took the last wicket to complete 
India’s destruction 22 minutes 
before lunch on Lhe fourth day. 

India, who resumed on 36 for 
five after Tuesday’s rest day. were 
all out for their lowest total in 53 


tests against West Indies — the 
previous worst was v7 at Kingston 
in 1976. 

Marshall, whose new ball burst 
with Michael Holding 13-29} on 
the third day started India's col- 
lapse. beat his previous best of five 
for 37. also against India, at Port- 
of-Spain last March. 

The sixth and final test starts in 
Madras on December 24. 

The result was the culmination 
of a splendid fightback by West 


Indies, who left India bitterly ref- 
lecting that they let slip a good 
position. 

West Indies were reeling on 88 
for five in reply to India's first inn- 
ings of 24 1 but recovered to make 
377 essentially on the strength of 
an outstanding 161 not out by 
their 39-year-old captain Clive 
Lloyd. 

The touring team's fast bowlers 
swiftly pressed home the adv- 
antage. and despite the prospect 
of any early finish on Wednesday. 

It seemed for a while as if the 
optimism of Calcutta’s cricket' 
enthusiasts was justified as the 
pair held out for almost half an 
hour before Marshall broke thr- 
ough by beating Shastri for pace 
and bowling him.

Dollar holds firm 


LONDON (R) — TImJ dollar con- 
tinued iis relendessrise on foreign 
exchange, markets Wednesday 
pushing the French franc to a rec- 
ord low and briefly sending ste- 
rling down to SI. 41 for the first 
time. 

- Despite some intervention. 
European central banks appeared 
wary of sq uandering their reserves 
on propping up their ailing cur- 
rencies. 

The franc, sterling and the West 
German mark all came under pre- 
ssure as the dollar surged ahead 
against a background of political 
uncertainty, strengthening rec- 
overy in the United Slates and 
fears that U.S, interest rates might 
rise. 

. The franc slumped more than 7 
centimes' from the previous low 
Tuesday of 8.4030. being fixed in 
Paris at 8.4750. 

The Bank of England was said 
to have intervened to smooth the 
market. 

The pound opened at SI. 41 80 
from SI. 41 70 at the Tuesday's 


close and above the previous low 
of SI. 4 155 seen at the New York 
close. 

Dealers said the West German 
Bundesbank also intervened in 
the market, selling S47.7 million 
as the dollar was fixed in Frankfurt 
at a near 10-year high of 2.7685 
marks after 2.7534 Tuesday. 

Tuesday’s U.S. retail sales fig- 
ures. which showed a 1 £ per cent 
rise in November, reinforced the 
belief that the American eco- 
nomic recovery was accelerating 
and could put upward pressure on 
interest rates, they said. 

“They expea the American M-l 
money supply figures (cash and 
cheque accounts) due on Friday to 
show a rise of between S3 and S7 
. billion. 

There is some expectation that 
with the. economy booming the 
Federal Reserve, the U.S. central 
bank, will decide to tighten money 
supply in the belief that interest 
rates could harden without adv- 
erse effect. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (Rj — Share prices closed easier Wednesday on lack 
of interest with insurances active following the increased bids for 
Eagle Star holdings, dealers said. At 1500 hours Lhe F.T. index 
was down 0.7 at 749.9. 

Allianz Versicherung’s increased offer of 665p for Eagle Star 
was topped by a fresh bid of 675p by Bat industries. Allianz said it 
maintains a committed interest in the matter which prompted a 
rally in Eagle Star which closed 2p off at 717 after a low of 699. 
Other insurances eased. 

Government bonds were little changed on balance as sterling 
rallied slightly and North Americans eased. 

BOC moved against the general trend, adding 12p at 276 in 
response to U.S. demand in a market short of stock, dealers said. 
Others to firm included Beecham 7p upat3IKand ICI 4p higher 
at 654. GEC was 5 p lower at 173. 

Banks gained between 2p and 5p in reaction toTuesday's falls. 
Oils were duJJ but B.P.. Shell and Briioil rallied to close little 
changed following news that the state owned British North Sea 
Oil Corp. proposes not to change its North Sea crude nil price in 
the first quarter of 1984. 

Golf shares eased in slack trading, dealers said.

NEWS IN BRIEF 


U.K. industrial output shows slow gain 

LONDON (R) — British industrial ouiput is showing a modest 
advance from recession despite a fall in October, statistics showed 
Tuesday. Figures from the'Central Statistical Office showed a 0.5 
per cent drop in output m October, but the 3 months from August 
to October showed a 1 per cent gain on the previous 3 months and 
a 1 .7 per cent rise on 1 982. The 3-monthly rise was due mainly to 
record oil and gas production, up 6.4 per cent in the period, while 
manufacturing industry showed no change, the office said. 

IDB approves $107 million in loans 

JEDDAH (OPECNA) — The Islamic Development Bank(JDB) 
has approved SIU7 million in loans and special assistance to 
member countries. 5 crude oil import deals in Bangladesh. Jor- 
dan. Morocco. Pakistan and Turkey have each been allocated S2tJ 
million. The bank ajso agreed to lend^SS million to Cameroon for 
a water supply project and S i .3 million to Pakistan for a school 
run by its embassy in Riyadh. A S7UUJXHI grant was approved for 
the Al-.Makassed Islamic Charitable Society in Jerusalem.

TEHRAN (R) — Iran will not produce more oil than its OPEC- 
agreed quota of 2.4 million barrels per day (b*d) despite previous 
hints that it would. Oil Minister Mohammad Gharazi said Tue- 
sday. 

M.E. to get British drinking water 

NEWCASTLE. England ( R) — A northeast England water aut- 
hority said Tuesday that it plans to sell drinking water to the 
Middle East. Gulf states, where seawater for desalination has 
been polluted by oil spills during the Iran- Iraq war. will be a major 
market, a spokesman for the Northumbria Water Authority said. 
An £8(1.000 (51 1 2.000) pipeline has been built to pump the water 
from a reservoir in hills near the Scottish border to tankers in a 
deep berth dock. 

GIC to discuss joint ventures 

MANAMA (OPECNA) — The Gulf Investment Corporation 
(GJO is to meet in Bahrain on Dec. 21 to discuss the org- 
anisational structure of joint ventures. Mr. Ibrahim Abdul Karim. 
Bahraini minister of finance and economy, said Tuesday. Mr. 
Karim said the two-day meeting would also map out a strategy, 
including short and long-term plans for regional investment sch- 
emes. The corporation, with a capital of 52.1 billion was set up to 
diversify the regional economy. He said the corporation was 
mainly concerned with joint projects and some of its schemes 
were under study. 

Saudis install 200,000 telephones 

RIYADH (OPECNAj — The minister of posts, telephones and 
telegraphs JVlr*Alawi Darwish.KayyaL announced here the ins- 
tallation of 200.1 Kirt telephones. .Mr. Kayyal said Saudi Arabia 
. had also set up 30.000 telex HneVar'I5.(A)lf ! 'kilo'rttetre microwave 
network with a 50.01 JO circuiicapacityand 3 international satellite 
stations, together with 2 colour television channels. He said an 
earth auxial cable and a microwave network were set up to fink the 
kingdom with neighbouring countries, adding that his country was 
also “playing a vital role" in a 15.000 kilometre marine cable 
project to connect Southeast Asian countries with Western Eur- 
ope via the Middle East. 

GCC seeks talks with E.C.

Paris hopes to lift trade with Belgrade 


PARIS (R) — France hopes to boost its trading and 
political links with Yugoslavia during a 3 day visit by 
President Francois Mitterrand starting Thursday. 


Mr. MhierrancT s spokesman 
Mr. Michel Vauzelle said France 
wanted to encourage Yugoslavia 
in hs independent role between 
East and West and to explore pos- 
sibilities for expanding com- 
mercial and cultural ties. 

The French president's visit is 
the first such high-level exchange 
between the two countries since 
Mr. Valery Giscard cfEstaing 
went to Yugoslavia in 1V76 and 
the late president Tito came to 
France the following year. 

Mr. Mitterrand will be acc- 
ompanied by External Relations 


Minister Claude Cheysson. For- 
eign Trade Minister Edith Cre- 
sson. Finance Minister Jacques 
Defers and Transport Minister 
Charles Fiterman. one of four 
communist ministers in the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Vauzelle and other French 
officials said Mr. Mitterrand int- 
ends to exchange views with Yug- 
oslav leaders on East-West rel- 
ations. the Middle East and the 
European disarmament con- 
ference opening in Stockholm 
next month.

Soviet industrial 
output grows 4.1% 


MOSCOW (Rj — Soviet ind- 
ustrial production rose by 4.1 per 
cent during the first 1 1 months of 
this year, putting the country on 
course for the best annual growth 
rate for 5 years. 

According to a report released 
by the Central Statistics Board 
Wednesday, almost ail industries 
were ahead of their ouiput targets 
in the period from January to 
November and the gas industry 
registered a particularly sharp inc- 
rease. 

The 4.1 per cent growth rale 
indicated that Soviet industry 
should achieve an annual figure 
for 1 9X3 of at least 4 per cent, the 
best since l 1 /?*. 

However, some Western eco- 
nomic experts have said the ligurc 
will be artificially inflated by int- 
ernal price rises over the past year. 

Informed Soviet sources also 
said that in real terms the growth 
rate was lower, and probably a lit- 
tle over 2 per cent. 

Wednesday's figures showed 
that Soviet oil output totalled 565 
million tonnes during the 
January-November period, an 
increase of 0.8 per cent over the 
same period last year. 

However, nil production in 
November appeared to have fal- 
len below target for the second 


month running. 

The report put the monthly 
output figure at 5o million tonnes, 
which was 1 million tonnes less 
than in November 1 982. 

Last month's economic survey 
said oil production had failed to 
reach the official target in Oct- 
ober. 

Western economic attaches said 
the apparent slowdown could ind- 
icate increasing difficulties in obt- 
aining oil from some of the cou- 
ntries older wells. 

But they added that it might 
also mean Moscow had cut back 
production because of the slack 
demand on the world oil market. 

Wednesday's report said gas 
output reached 4N7 billion cubic 
metres in the Januaiy-November 
period, an increase of 7 per cent 
compared with the same period 
last year. 

It also indicated continuing dif- 
ficulties in the troubled Soviet coal 
industry, with production failing 
below last year’s levels. 

Coal ouiput has been stagnating 
«*r in decline for the past 4 years. 

The report showed that some 
key consumer goods industries 
had failed to reach last year's out- 
put levels and said agricultural, 
equipment factories had -not ful- 
filled their delivery obligations. 


Venezuelan oil 
production drops 

CARACAS (OPECNA) - V enezuela produced 1.8 million b d of 
crude oil from January to October, an average daily drop of N.tiuti 
barrels over the same period in l‘*82. an energy and mines ministry 
report said Tuesday. 

Exports during the period rose to 1.49 million b'd. up In.iumj 
barrels over 1982. with crude accounting lor oys.onn barrels and 
refined products 5 1 1 .000 barrels. 

Daily domestic consumption from January to September was 
386.0U0 barrels. 347.000 of them utilised by industrial and non- 
commercial consumers and the rest by the petroleum industry. 

Meanwhile. Venezuela’s Corpoven Oil Company has adopted a 
plan that would enable it to react rapidly to the dynamics ol the oil 
market and avoid unforeseen problems, its strategic Planning Man- 
ager Mariclia Dc Gallardo said here. 

Mr. De Galardo said the system would provide scientific inf- 
ormation necessary in evaluating the country's oil demand and sup- 
-ply.

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Kissinger likes Contadora plan 


MEXICO CITY (R) — Former U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said a peace plan for Central 
America by the Contadora group of states was con- 
sistent with U.S. objectives and voiced hope for 
peace in the volatile region. 


Speaking at a press conference 
after talks with President Miguel 
de ia Madrid. Dr. Kissinger, who 
heads President Reagan's special 
commission on Central America, 
slid foreign intervention in the 
region was a general threat. 

" I can safely say that we support 
the Contadora process, that the 21 
objectives that have been tor- 
muiated seem to us consistent with 
U.S. objectives, or what should be 
the objectives of the United Sta- 
tes." Dr. Kissinger said. 

The Contadora group of Mex- 
ico. Venezuela. Colombia and 
Panama has drafted a 21 -point 
peace plan whose key provisions 
include withdrawal of foreign mil- 
itary advisers from Central Ame- 


rica and an end to support for reb- 
els. 

Dr. Kissinger said there were 
two problems in Central America. 

“There are upheavals, ins- 
tabilities. caused by indigenous 
conditions that arc conducted by 
local forces with local means and 
should not concern the United 
Slates." 

“There is a second element 
which is of outside intervention. 
That I believe represents a general 
threat." 

But Dr. Kissinger said there was 
hope for peace in Central America 
and added that he was more opt- 
imistic than when he took over the 
chairmanship of the commission. 

“1 believe now that if the United

States makes the necessary eco- 
nomic commitment, and a com- 
mitment to democracy and if Con- 
tadora countries together with £he 
United States ... develop a 
forward-looking programme then 
there is hope tor peace in Central 
America." he added. 

Charged with drafting long- 
term U.S. policy rec- 
ommendations for the region, the 
commission earlier met Foreign 


Minister Bernardo Sepulveda for 
talks on peace negotiations by the 
Contadora group, foreign ministry 
officials said. 

The U.S. backs guerrillas opp- 
osed to Nicaragua's left-wing gov- 
ernment and is aiding an anti- 
.Marxist counter-insurgency in El 
Salvador. 

Meanwhile, over HKI U.S.- 
backed rebels have surrendered to 
Nicaraguan authorities, accepting 
an amnesty from the Sandinist 
government, a member of the rul- 
ing junta said Tuesday. 

Victor Tirado said the rebels, 
presented to reporters in the city 
of Esteli. had been operating from 
Honduras. 

In another development, for- 
mer world boxing champion Ale- 
xis Arguello. an anti-Sanidinist 
activist, told reporters in Hon- 
duras that the Costa-Rican based 
Democratic Revolutionary All- 
iance (A RDE) would soon launch 
•military action in nonhem Nic- 
aragua'. 


Jane’s says 
Soviets have 
biggest military 
plane in world 


Dissident Soviet announcer ‘cured’ 


LONDON iR; - The Soviet 
Union has developed a giant mil- 
itary transport plane that can air- 
lift SS-2<> nuclear missiles, an aut- 
horitative Jane's reference book 
said Tuesday. 

The prototype tour-engine 
Amonnv-JlHJ plane, codcnamed 
Condor by NATO, is the largest 
aircraft flying in the world now. 
according to Jane's All The 
World's Aircraft 1 4N3-K4. 

Jane's sard the Antonov-4iui 
could carry tanks or 2«H» fully- 
equipped troops and could just as 
easily airlift SS-2H medium-range 
missiles and their mobile launch 
vehicles quickly to Eastern Eur- 
ope or even to an island like Gre- 
nada. 

Jane's said the new plane, likely 
to go into sc rv ice in the mid-or late 
1 ‘i.sc is. had a 74 metre wing span, a 
range of 4.600 kilometres and was 
five per cent bigger than the U.S. 
C-5 Galaxy transport. 

However, it is not the biggest 
plane ever to fly. American bil- 
lionaire Howard Hughes built a 
wooden flying boat called the 
“Spruce Goose" with a wing span 
of us metres that made one brief 
Dig hi in 1 1 >4 7. 

The Condor is one of a new 
generation of Soviet military air- 
craft detailed in the 74th edition of 
Jane's. 

Another is the “ Blackjack" int- 
ercontinental strategic bomber, 
described as much bigger and fas- 
ter than the new B-l bomber that 
will equip the U.S. air force later 
this decade. 

There are also new fighters and 
strike planes like the MiG-31 
Foxhound, which Jane's says rep- 
resents a major advance over the 
MiG-25 Foxbat now in service, 
and the MiG-2 l > Fulcrum, likely to 
have a dual fighter and ground 
attack role. 

Jane's said three new fighters a 
day were currently rolling off Sov- 
iet assembly lines, far surpassing 
NATO production. 


MOSCOW iR; - A radio Mos- 
cow announcer who. in news bul- 
letins last May. praised Afghans 
for fighting against "Soviet inv- 
aders". has been reinstated at the 
station, a spokesman said ‘-Vcd- 
nesday- 

He told Reuters that Vladimir 
Danchcv. who was dismissed and 
sent to a psychiatric clinic after his 
"dissident" broadcasts, had been 
given a new post at the English- 
language Radio Moscow world 
service. 

" He was ill. but now he has been 
cured ” the spokesman said. 

In a series of news bulletins on 
the world service. Mr. Danchcv 
switched around the normal Sov- 
iet jargon for covering the Afghan 


conflict and branded Soviet troops 
as aggressors. 

In one broadcast he said the 
Afghan population was "playing 
an increasing role in defending the 
country's territory against Soviet 
occupants" and in another praised 
tribes in two provinces for their 
"struggle against the Soviet inv- 
aders". 

Mr. Danchev’s broadcasts were 
the first known public protest here 
against the Soiviet presence in 
Afghanistan since Moscow’s mil- 
itary intervention in lu7u. 

The Radio Moscow spokesman 
did not say what post Mr. Danchev 
now occupied, but informed sou- 
rces said he was restricted to edi- 
torial work and not permitted near 


a microphone. 

PL's mild treatment contrasted 
sharply with the usual Soviet att- 
itude towards dissidents, who are 
rarely allowed to occupy senior 
positions once they have den- 
ounced state policy. 

Neither the radio authorities 
nor listeners in Moscow noticed 
Mr. Danchev's critical broadcasts 
until they were made public by the 
British Broadcasting Coporation’s 
monitoring service. - 

Sources at the radio said Mr. 
Danchev. the son of a senior 
Communist Parly official, was 
sent back to his native Tashkent in 
Central Asia and put out into a 
clinic for treatment. 


Glenn offends N.Y. gays 


NEW YORK CR; - Eight gay 
rights leaders stormed out-nf a 
meeting with Democratic pre- 
sidential contender John Glenn 
Tuesday after he refused to sup- 
port moves to extend federal civil 
rights legislation to include hom- 
osexuals. 

The meeting came after Mr. 
Glenn told a press conference he 
thought homosexuals might not be 
tit for certain jobs, including tea- 
ching. the militaiy and spying. 

Mr. Glenn, asked at the news 
conference when he realised he 
was "straight" (heterosexual!, 
answered:"! never made a choice, 
f always presumed l was mu gay 
and lived my life accordingly ” 

The former astronaut, now a 
senator, is the only one of the eight 
Democratic contenders for the 
U.S. presidency who does noi fav- 
our extending civil rights laws to 
forbid discrimination based on 
sexual preference. 

The issue dominated Mr. 
Glenn's latest Foray into New 
York. 

His local campaign chairman. 
Manfred Ohrenstein. a state sen- 
ator representing Greenwich Vil- 
lage which has a large homosexual 
population, declined to make a 
public appearance with him. 

Mr. Ohrenstein is under great 


pressure from homosexual con- 
stituents to quit the Glenn cam- 
paign. He said he had not yet dec- 
ided whether he would do so. 

Mr. Glenn spoke at New York 
University on his economic pol- 
icies but at the subsequent press 
conference was only questioned 
on his gay rights stand. 

He said there were different 
standards around the country. 

"These are very sensitive areas. 
For example, teachers are a role 
model in society and for role mod- 
els to be in a position to advocate a 
lifestyle may not be acceptable in 
some areas." he said. 

Asked what other jobs might 
not be acceptable for hom- 
osexuals. Mr. Glenn included dir- 
ectors of the Young Men's Chr- 
istian Association (YMC'A) and 
said that the militaiy and the int- 
elligence community also held 
special positions. 


Cold keeps 
Walesa away 
from the law 


WARSAW (R> — Nobel Peace 
Prize winner Lech Walesa, who 
was summoned to appear before 
the public prosecutor in Gdansk 
Wednesday, is suffering from a 
heavy cold and was unable to 
leave his home Wednesday mor- 
ning. an aide said.

Pakistani court acquits 
blind girl in rape case 


ISLAMABAD (Ri - Pakistan’s 
highest Islamic tribunal has acq- 
uired a blind teenage girl whose 
earlier sentence to 15 lashes for 
adultery sparked off a controversy 
about women's rights here, a gov- 
ernment spokesman said Wed- 
nesday. 

Hearing the case on appeal, the 
federal shariat court dropped adu- 
ltery charges against Safia Begum, 
a maid who said she was raped by a 
father and son who employed her 
in a village south of the Punjab 
capital of Lahore, he said. 

The case, tried under traditional 


Islamic laws introduced by martial 
law President Mohammad Zia- 
UI-Haq. sparked off a controversy 
in Pakistan because the two men 
were let off for lack of evidence. 


The local court trying the case 
took the fact that Safia Begum 
bore a child - who later died — as 
proof of her pan in the act and 
sentenced her to 15 lashes and 
three years in jail. 

The spokesman said the federal 
shariat court had not yet made 
public its legal arguments for rev- 
ersing the lower courts decision. 


Fire reported 
on Columbia 


HOUSTON (R! — A rear com- 
partment of the space shuttle Col- 
umbia was on fire as the spacecraft 
landed last Thursday and two 
small explosions occurred on 
board shortly after touchdown, 
space agency officials said. 

But they said the fire posed no 
danger to the crew. 

Officials of the National Aer- 
onautics and Space Agency (N- 
ASA 1 said they were not aware of 
[he fire as the shuttle glided on to a 
desert runway at Edwards air 
force base, California, with six 
crewmen and the billion dollar 
European spacclab research lab- 
oratory on board. 

The fire occurred about two 
minutes before touchdown in two 
of the shuttle's three auxiliary 
power units. 

"There were no direct ind- 
ications of a fire at the lime of 
landing." a NASA statement said. 
"The six-man crew was unaffected 
and in no danger." 

NASA said the fire was app- 
arently caused by a leak of liquid 
hydrazine fuel which is burned in 
the power units. 


3 Korean 
rapists to be 
executed 


SEOUL (Rl — Calling three con- 
demned young men “non- 
humans," the South Korean Sup- 
reme Coun has' confirmed death 
sentences passed on them for 21 
rape and robbery offences, court 
officials said Wednesday. 

Hwang In-Kyu. 24: Choi Yun- 
Song. 24. and Choi Song-Hun. 20. 
were convicted of teaming up to 
rob houses and rape students and 
other women there in front of 
their relatives on 21 occasions 
between September and Dec- 
ember last year. 

The court was told that one rape 
victim and her mother were driven 
insane after being attacked and 
that the incidents had also led to 
the breakup of some marriages, 

"Their act defies description in 
its ferocity and heinousness. Such 
non-humans should be thoroughly 
exterminated in order to protect 
the home and society from infinite 
infidels of humanity like them.” 
the court said, declaring; "Capital 
punishment is only too generous 
for them."

Argentina to put former 
junta members on trial 


BUENOS AIRES (Rj — Arg- 
entina's newly elected democratic 
government announced Tuesday 
night chat all members of the mil- 
itary juntas which ruled from 1976 
until last year are to go on trial* 

President Raul Alfonsin said in 
a televised speech that the gov- 
ernment was repealing an amnesty 
issued by military rulers for off- 
icers accused of violating human 
rights during the ruthless anti- 
guerrilla drive by the armed forces 
in the 1970s and would put off- 
enders on trial. 

Three military leaders who took 
power in J one last year pledging to 
restore democracy were not on the 
list of those to be tried. 

The three — navy commander 
Ruben -Franco, air force chief 
Jorge Hughes and army com- 
mander Cristina Nicolaides — dis- 
solved their junta last week, del- 
egating full powers to then Pre- 
sident Reynaldo Bignone before 
Mr. Alfonsin was sworn in on Sat- 
urday. 

Those names in the decree were 
generals Jorge Videla. and Orl- 
ando Agosti; Adm. Eduardo Mas- 
sera. generals Roberto Viola and 
Omar Graffigna. Adm.. Armando 
Lambruschini and generals Leo- 
poldo Galtieri and Basilic) Lami 
Dozo and Adm. Jorge Anava. 

Government sources said lea- 
ders of the ‘ Montonero guerrilla 
movement now in exile would also 
be tried. 

The new president said he 
would immediately ask congress 
to repeal the amnesty issued by 
the previous military government

for all members of the armed for- 
ces and their civilian col- 
laborators. 

Between 6.U00 and 30.000 
people are estimated to have dis- 
appeared during the military's 
“dirty war" against the guerrillas. 

Mr. AJfonsin said repeal of the 
amnesty law would allow all those 
responsible for abuses of human 
rights to be brought to trial and 
punished. 

But he made clear that the gov- 
ernment would distinguish bet- 
ween those who planned and sup- 
ervised the-illegal methods of rep-, 
"ression. those who exceeded their 
orders for reasons of cruelty, per- 
versity or greed, and those who 
simply followed orders, believing 
them to be legitimate. The first 
two categories would be punished 
most heavily, he said. 


Priest survives air crash after 
baptising 3 French survivors 


MADRID f R ) — Three members 
of a French family who survived a 
Boeing 747 crash at Madrid Air- 
port two weeks ago were baptised, 
by a Roman Catholic priest who 
escaped from a second crash HI 
days later. 

French policeman Patrick 
Neger. his wife Elisabeth, dau- 
ghter Katy and son Ludovic were 
among 12 survivors. The rest of 
the 1 93 people on board the Col- 
ombian airliner were killed when 


it crashed as it approached the air- 
port on Nov. 27. 

Patrick. 29. Elisabeth. 26. and 
^Katy. three, were baptised in a 
Madrid clinic by Carlos Gia- 
comuzzi. an Italian priest who esc- 
aped unharmed last Wednesday 
when two Spanish airliners col- 
lided at Madrid Airport, killing 93 
people.-a hospital spokesman said. 

Mr. Neger said after the acc- 
ident that God had saved him.
